Tt is believed in London that the Down- 
ing street Conference will fail to reach an 
agreement and that France will decide to 
resume “a certain liberty of action.” A 
full meeting of the British Cabinet will 
be held to-day, with the object, no doubt, 
of considering all the implications of that 
phrase, When the Conference opened M. 
Poincaré tabled his Government's pro- 
posals for the handiing of Germany’s 
financial. default. They contained one 
concession—they were prepared .to grant 
a moratorium—but in every other respect 
they left nothing to chance. Virtually, if 
France had her way, the Allied Govern- 
ments would .become joint 
over the entire assets of the German 
Until the reparations account 
they would control the 
Reichsbank and would supervise all 
note . issues. Customs receipts. and 
other State revenues would be trans- 
ferred directly to the Reparations Com- 
mission. The Rhine Customs barrier would 
be re-established, and a new Customs 
barrier would be put around the coal- 
producing district of the Ruhr. In a 
word, the Allies would run German in- 
nee: for their own profit. The British 
Government has found itself unable to 
accept M. Poincaré’s proposals, and the 
verdict of a committee of experts, which 
was instructed to examine them, is not 
more favourable. The committee will make

Municipal Golf. 


Dublin long’ since lost its opportunity 
of being the first city to enhance the 
joe de vivre of its people by the pro- 
vision of a municipal golf course. There 
is still hope, however, that it may not 
earn the unenviable reputation of having 
been the last. In its earliest infancy 
golf was a game of the: people, and 
a game of the people it remained 
in Scotland long after it had assumed 
its present form, but before it has 
assumed its present cost. It is note- 
worthy that the oklest golf course in the 
United Kingdom—that at Blackheath, 
where King James I. established the royal 
and ancient game in 1602—is-still avail- 
able for the use of the public at no cost 
save the fee of a compulsory fore-caddie, 
whose essential business is to go in front 
and “shoo” nursemaids. and errand boys 
out of the artist’s too often erratic path.

Austria’s Collapse. 


Eyer since the Tréaty of St,. Germain 
was signed we have been told that. the 
Austrian Government was financially at 
the end of its tether and must collapse 
unless help from outside was forthcoming. 
The evil day has been postponed, not 
because Austria’s plight was exagger-ted, 
but by the fatal. process of pouring forth 
from the printing presses more and more 
paper money of steadily diminishing value. 
That process has gone so far as it can go, 
The kroner is now worth two hundred and 
ten thousand to the pound. -A further 
issue would make waste paper out of every 
note in Austria. As a temporary ex- 
pedient a new National Bank has been 
established, which, coming into being in 
September, will be authorised to issue 
notes to the value of three times the 
amount of its capital. By this means, ix 
is said, some advantage can be taken of 
the resources of the Vienna banks, for 
the purpose of keeping the nation on its 
feet. When this meagre drop of financial 
life-blood is exhausted Austria either 
must get help from the Allies or 
must go out of business as a nation. The 
kroner will be worth nothing at all, and 
barter will take the place of sale except 
in the case of the foreigner, whose own 
money will be taken at a rough approxi- 
mation of its domestic purchasing power. 
A State that ceases to function from sheer 
inability to raise the cost of running itself 
is an international novelty that should be 
worth studying. It is difficult to see how 
the Austrian people, whose goods and ser- 
vices are passing into the possession of 
the foreigner at a ridiculously low figure, 
can be in any worse plight if, and when, 
that hour arrives. 
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Rural Libraries. 


We publish elsewhere a statement of the 
general lines upon - which. the Carnegie 
Trustees propose to act in the matter of 
establishing county library services in such 
Irish counties as are prepargd to co: 
operate for that purpose. The object 
desired im this extension of the Trust's 
activities is not the building of libraries, 
but the establishment of book repositories 
in every tounty, from which parcels of 
books, changed periodically, may be dis- 
tributed to village and rural centres. The 
value of a scheme of this kind to the less 
populated and remoter districts of Ireland 
cannot be over-estimated ; and the cost to 


‘the rural and urban councils contributing 


to the scheme, estimated at about a penny 
in the pound rate, is trifling. The Car- 
negie Trust furnishes the books and equip- 
ment.

The distribution. of the books 
at the local centres is in the hands of an 
honorary librarian, and responsibility rests 
with a small local committee ‘of which he 
is a member, It appears that these regu- 
lations are tentative, and any local 
enthusiast who sees an opportunity for 
launching such a scheme in his own 
county ought to take the matter up with 
Mr. lennox. Robinson, the Secretary of 
the Trust s Irish Advisory Committee, at 
his office at 16 Harcourt street, Dublin.

ITS IRISH ACTIVITIES. 

From various articles that have appeared in 
the Irish Press d@ring the past year most 
people interested] in hbrary work will have 
been made familiar with the method of book 
distribution which the Carnegie Trustees pro- 
pose to adopt in Ireland in the future. No 
building operations are being undertaken by 
them. Adequate book distribution is more im- 
portant, and adequate book distribution is the 
watchword of the Trustees’ policy. Two Irish 
counties—Donegal and Antrim—have been 
organised with considerable success on the new 
lines, and the early orgauisation of more than 
one county is contemplated. Which counties 
these will be depends on the amount of im 
terest and enthusiasm shown in those counties 
that apply for the extension of the scheme te 
them. 

A few words will explain, roughly, what the 
Trust is prepared to do and what a county 
would need to do to justify the Trustees in 
launching a county library service. First, a 
library rate of about a penny in the pound—it 
might be over or under, according to the valua- 
tion—should be struck by all the rural: and 
urban councils in the county. The sums realised 
should be “ pooled” and administered by a 
County Library Committee. The members of 
this Committee would include a nominee of each 
rate-striking body, as well as nominees of 
educational bodies in the county. The respon- 
sibility of the Committee would, of course, be 
to the councils which provided the rate. 

Where this arrangement was agreed to by the 
rate-striking bodies concerned, the Carnegie 
Trustees (through their Irish Advisory Com- 
mittee) would consider the presentation to the 
sounty of equipment for a County Book Reposi- 
tory—.r., books, book-shelves, book-boxes, furni- 
ture, ete. The number of books would vary 
according to the population of the county—for 
Donegal the number is 6,000. for Antrim 7,000. 
The entire equipment for any one county costs

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The repository itself need be only a couple of 
large rooms. rented in the most central town 
of the county. Onee it is equipped, an efficient 
library service is secured by the appointment of 
a trained librarian, whe is aided by the County 
Committee and local committees, Villages and 
rural centres are established in schools, o- 
operative society premises, ete., and boxes of 
fifty, a hundred, or more books, changeable 
every six months, are sent.to them from the 
County Repository. For the administration of 
the scheme at. cach centre, a small local com- 
mittee accepts responsibility, one of the mem- 
bers acting as honorary librarian.

Councils do already strike a library rate, and 
the agreement to “ pool ” is all that is required, 
In poorer counties the trustees might even be 
persuaded to finance the entire scheme them.

REVENUE RETURNS. 


On the whole, the revenue returns up to 
the present are satisfactory. To realise 
the Budges estimate we have to collect 
911 millions in the year, or about 17% 
millions a week, and for the eighteen 
weeks up to August 5th—which are not 
the “fattest ’’ period of the year from 
the Exchequer point of view—the amount 
received was 281 millions, or rather more 
than 15; millions a week. There are, 
however, one or two doubtful features 
Excise is down on the period by close on 
twelve millions, reflecting, no doubt, the 
decreased spending power of the workinz 
classes ; and estate duties are up by over 
seven millions owing to the falling in ot 
several very large estates. This must te 
regarded as a windfall which may not he 
repeated in the later period of the yea: 
Income tax. is down by nearly six millions 
—a drop which was anticipated, but is 
nevertheless disquieting. On the other 
hand, thanks, no doubt, to the increased 
business consequent upon the reduction in 
the rates, the Post Office receipts have 
gone up by more than two millions. The 
most satisfactory feature of all is a declin 
of over 113 millions in the expenditure.

ROVING TRREGULARS 


HARASSING THE PUBLIC. 
FROM OUR REPORTER.) 
LIMERICK, Wednesday. 

Although at the moment there is nothing very 
new to be reeorded here, the military situation 
Is becoming highly interesting. Developments 
on a big scale seem to be expected at any hour, 
but one cannot say in. what direction they are 
likely to originate. The co-operation of the 
troops on the Kerry-Limerick border is 
certain to vield further successes and to 
menace ihe irregular line stretching 
from Charleville to Buttevaht and : further 
souih towards Mallow, where the irregulars 
from the Waterford and South Tipperary area 
are showing signs concentration with the 
object of keeping their lines of communication 
ntact. In the  Limerick-Tivperary zone 
national troops are making swooping move- 
ments over a wide front, and capturing bands 
of irregulars, who are endeavpuring to harass 
their flanks. Instead, however, of suoceeding 
in this attempt these irresponsible bands are 
causing endlera inconvenience to inoffensive 
travellers. . 

Un my war to Limerick from Dublin yester- 
day our railway journéy came to an abrupt end 
at Roscree. Amongst the passengers there was 
not a sifizle national soldier ncr anyone as far 
as | know remotely connected with the army. 
Yet we were forced to alight because a railway 
bridge had been blown up to satisfy the 
anarchic geal of some roving irregulars. We 
had to make the rest of the trip by motor as 
best we could Two nuns rejoining their com- 
munity here, an Australian priest home on holi- 
day after thirty years’ absence, a lady return- 
ing from a severe operation in a Dublin hos- 
pital, and myself formed one ef many parties 
trying to get to destinations in Limerick, all 
innocent victims of irregular depredations. 

After an eventful journey we got to Nenagh, 
and then here. Along the road we met fre- 
quent patrols of national troops, and at one 
point we were informed that their bag of 
prisoners was being hourly enlarged. The lack 
of railway facilities is seriously injuring trade 
and industry bere, Only small stocks cau 
he carried and this is only possible 
by the arrival of sea-borne traffic, which ix also 
enabling adivcent towns usually dependent on 
railway supplies, to carry on. Small wonder 
then that the peonle everywhere Bre preying for 
the ranid the national troops, and 
locking forward to the day when normal condi- 
tions will be restored.

RAILWAYS DAMAGED.

GREAT DESTRUCTION OF 
PROPERTY. 

On inquiry at the Kingsbridge Terminus of 
the Great Southern and Western Railway yester- 
day it was ascertained that the line was broken 
between Lisduff and Templemore yesterday 
morning. Repairs were immediately effected, 
and only a temporary curtailment of the train 
service to and from Dublin was caused. Rails 
were aleo removed and wires cut between Cam- 
pile and Ballveullane Stations. <A goods train 
was “held up ” by armed forces between Campile 
and Ballycullane, and a wagon opened and 
searched. 

The telegraph wires between Maryborough 
and Abbevleix were interfered with, and a tree 
was put aoross the line between {hese stations, re- 
sulting in a temporary “ bold up " of a passeneer 
train. The bridge between Kildare and Kil- 
dangan Stations has now been repairéd, and 
trains are running on that section as usual. 

Rails were blown up at the Laffan’s Bridge 
side of Farranalleen, also a road bridge over 
the railway at Fethard, and the débris, consist- 
ing of many tons of heavy stones, remains on 
the raflway line. Grove railway bridge, near 
Fethard, has’ also been blown up. Irregular 
forees commandeered an engine and shunted 
some railway wagons on to Grove Bridge, re- 
sulting in the vehieles being smashed, A 
12-ton goods brake van and two wagons were 
also derailed on the permanent way about a 
quarter of a mile south of Grove Bridge, and 
telescoped into one another. 

There was no telegraphic communication ves- 
terday south of Ballybrophy, but communica- 
tion with Kilkenny is mainteined. Yesterday 
there was no ‘telecraphie communication with 
Cork, Kerry, Waterford, and Kilkenny. On 
Monday last communication stopped to Cork, 
Kerry, and Waterford. 

The West Clare Company advise that the line 
was torn up again yesterday between Cragga- 
knock and Doonber, and notices were put up 
that repairs are not to be done.

SEARCH FOR BIRDHILL 
TRREGULARS., 
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(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LIMERICK, Wednesday. 

This morning I was privileged to take part 
in the maiden trip of an armoured train, a 
jealously-guarded secret, so far known only to 
the irregulars. It consists of a wagon and 
engine, and took only 44 days to construct—an 
extraordinary short jime, considering that all 
the plates had to be cut to shape and bolted 
together, and that the machinery available was 
by no means ideal for the work. Even so, it 
was a fascinating sight to watch the great press 
biting slowly Chros h .the massive steel and 
ro, Ae out holes like an sc corer, and to 
ece plate after plate being bolted into position 
till the train looked like an enormous Roman 
testudo, 

In the case of the car the groundwork was a 
big hopper wagon, itself of tough steel and of 
a wedge shape calculated to minify the effect 
of any explosion taking place beneath it. Over 
this was placed a kind of gigantic match-box, 
made of j-inch mild steel, a space being left 
between the inner and outer casings. This .was 
for further security, as where steel is not com- 
pletely proof a bullet may break trough, carry- 
ing with it a lump of metal; but if another 
thin plate is placed some inches behind the first 
the impacted metal mass cannot break through 
it. If both plates are put touching each other 
a bullet may drill through everything. 

In the two steel plates were cut eleven loop- 
holes for rifles and several observation openings, 
and in the centre of each side of the truck 
machine gun ports. were made, with sliding 
shutters, which allowed them to be closed if 
not required. _On top of the wagon was further 
protection lest the enemy should try to bomb 
it, and a specially made ladder was clam 
along the roof, which could be removed to allow 
the garrison of this moving fort to get im and 
out. The engine was protected in much the 
same way, the cab being completely enclosed in 
‘armour plate taken from derelict ee bar- 
racks, and other vital parts cover with the 
s-inch mild steel used for the wagon. 


ABOARD THE TRAIN. 


Such was the armoured train into which, at 
4.30 this morning, I posted myself by means of 
the ladder. The chilliness of the armoured plate 
emphasised the cold of the morning, and even 
the human warmth of the crew did not seem 
to affect. our steel refrigerator. The dawn had 
not yet come, and the walk to the engine sheds 
aver gates and barbed wire and by shadowy 
lines of coaches had been full ‘of apprehension 
lest a sleepy sentry should suddenly awake to 
an ever-conscientious sense of duty. When, 
however, we got started an extraordinary senec 
of cevainecabilite seemed to come over us. 
were packed away in a little sanctuary of our 
own a human hedgehog, we bristled with offen- 
sive points, but ourselves, we were only vulner- 
able from beneath, and even there the danger 
was met by certain precautions which had been 
taken. 

Behind us loomed the engine, a couple of 
riflemen showing near the smoke stack. In front 
the lines stretched in two black ribbons, which 
turned to silver as the rising sun smote them. 
Aa we steamed slowly onwards we scanned cau- 
tiously the permanent way for fear any rail 
should have been removed or hberrier placed 
across the line. Only one of these was dis- 
covered, and that was easily removed, being 
but a couple of medium-sized logs. The chief 
delay arose from the large number of local 
croasing gates, whose guardians had to be 
aroused before they ‘were oy ened. 

Proceeding thus cautiously, we suddenly saw 
on the road to our left armed men walking 
quietly aloug. In a moment all was bustle. 
Rifles protruded, from the loopholes, safety 
catches were slipped forward, bolts clicked, and 
the machine gunner shifted to the porthole 
which best commanded the road. pulling hack 
the cocking handle as he did so. But the alarm 
was false, as the soldicrs turned out to be our 
own men, bound on the same errand as 
we were, namely—a round up of the 
irregulars in ihe Birdhill district, 
where for some time they had been giving 
trouble by blowing up roads and bridges and 
waviaving cars. After a short conversation with 
the officer in charge of the infantry, we pushed 
on past Castleconnell to Birdhill, where early 
the night before a mine had been sprung on 
the road where a national column was passing. 
The irregulars made a simple technical mistake 
which it would not be wise to mention, and only 
man was hurt. 


TESTING THE ARMOUR. 


The rest of our journey was uneventful, and 
on our return nothing remained but to test 
the impenetrability of the armour ourselves, 
as the enemv had not obliged us by so doing. 
General MacCormick, who had been in charge of 
the train, retreated about sixty yards from it, 
and fired a revolver at the side. The bullet 
flaitened into a complete ring of lead, leaving 
hardly a mark on the nwlating. A sterner test 
followed, for a rifle bullet was next fired from 
the same distanee. A bright shining svot ap- 
peared as soon as the shot rang out, and on ex- 
amining the side we saw that the bullet had 
penetrated about half an inch. expanding 
slightly as it did so, but that it had not sue- 
ceeded in piercing, even the outside plate. Our 
train may he regarded as impenetrable. 

To-day Abbeyfeale ‘and Drumecollogher, the 
last irrerular positions in West County Limerick 
have fallen, and the lime may be-regarded es 
properly connected. A period of rest and re- 
organisation must follow before further attacks 
in this sector are undertaken: but, though a 
period of rest, it is unlikely to be a period of 
inactivity,

A fierce attack was made upon troops at 
Ferryearrig, Wexford, on Wednesday morning, 
in which the national forces had one man 
killed, one seriously and four others slightly 
wounded. . The scene of the attack is about 
two miles from Wexford. Recently a small gar- 
rison was placed there. Beside the scene of 
the attack. is Ferrycarrig ferrybridge, which 
was raised by the irregulars a few days before 
the arrival of the national troops in Wexford. 
The troops placed a Lewis gun in the licensed 
pypmises of Mr. John McDonald, which are 
about 100 yards from the bridge. 

The attack is stated to \jha-- begun 
at 3.15 a.m., when shots were fi at two of 
the troops, who were stationed at éhe bridge. 
The others occupied Mr. McDonald's house. 
Volleys of shots immediately followed, where- 
upon Sergeat# J. Darby, who was in charge, 
called off the sentries, who returned to 
McDonald's house, where they took up positions 
with the remainder of the garrison. 

Four points of vantage appear to have been 
occupied by the irregulars, and shots rained 
on the building. he troops maintained a 
sleady reply. Early in the engagement Sergt. 
Darby received, bullet wounds in the arm, leg 
and hip. The Lewis gun went out of action 
at about the same time, leaving the troops, 
whose total etrength was 15 men, to reply with 
rifles and revolvers. The irregulars, who are 
believed to have numbered between 70 and 100, 
in addition to being well armed with Service 
rifles and shot guns, were supplied with Mills 
bombs, which were brought into play when the 
building was surrounded. Despite the serous. 
ness of his wounds, Sergeant Darby continued 
to direct operations. 

Meanwhile the attackers’ fire increased, and 
became more concentrated. Repeated calls to 
surrender were ignored by the troops, and their 
determination met with a terrific fusillade of 
fire and bombing. Some of the 
failed tc explode were returned by the garri- 
gon. One of the troops, Volunteer E. McEvoy, 
a native of Belfast, received a bullet wound 
in the body, and he died a minute later. 

Sergeant Darby's condition gare, weaker, 
the command was taken over by Volunteer 
Byrne, who retained it until Sergeant Darby, 
who was in an almost dying condition decided 
to call on his men to surrender, owing to the 
piteous appeals of the four terrified females 
in the house. A threat to burn the building 


was made by the irregulars unless a surrender 


took place. 

The fighting continued for two .hours and 
three-quarters. When the white flag was hoisied 
cheers were raised by the attackers, whose 
leader, on advancing to take the surrender, con- 
gtatulated his oppenents on iheir brave stand. 
The latter were thereupon disarmed, and boots 
and leggings were, taken from some of them 
by the irregulars, who cleared away on bicycles. 

The casualties were—Volunteer McEvoy, Bel- 
fast (killed); Sergeant J. Darby, Kinnegad, Co. 
Wesimeath (seriously wounded):. Volunteer 
Terence Gorey, Derryvoher, Co. Kildare 
(wound in back): Volunteer P. Whelan 
Brownstown, Co. Kildare (injury to head); 
Volunteer J. MeGarvin, Athgarvan, Co. Kildare 
(wound in chest); Volunteer James McArdle, 
Kildare (wound in chest). 

Sergeant Darby was removed. to a Dublin 
hospital by special train on Wednesday night. 
Considerable damage was done to Mr. 
McDonald's premises, which were only recently 
repovated. Volunteer McEvoy's remains were 
later removed to the County Infirmary, Wex 
ford, where an inquest will be held to-day. The 
wounded were then removed for hospital 
treatment to Wexford. 


WEXFORD BARRACKS UNDER 
FIRE. . 


Almost simultaneous with tlre attack at Ferry 


 earrig another was made upon the Wexford 


military barracks. As in the case of Ferry- 
carrig, the fire was opened from, an elevated 
position locally known as “ The Rocks,”’ situated 
about a half mile from the barracks. Two 
parties of troops immediately set out in pursuit 
ot the attackers with a Lewis gun. A steady 
fire was, meanwhile, maintained upon the bar- 
racks, but when an encircling movement was 
im progress the irregulars retreated and made 
good their eseape without casualties. None ot 
the national troops was wounded. 

While the attack was in progress the firing at 
Ferryearrig was heard and a party of troops 
set out. On their way they found the road 
blocked by a felled tree. On entering the fields 
they were fired upon by two of the irregulars 
who were covering the retirement of their main 

y. 
The houses in all the streets in Wexford ad- 
joing the barracks were pierced with bullets, 
many of the occupants having narrow escapes. 
The attacks have caused much alarm in the 
town and district. 


WOUNDED SOLDIERS ARRIVE IN 
DUBLIN.

On Tues- 
day night a seizure of bicycles, uniforms, and 
articles of clothing was made at a house within 
a short distance of Sligo. 

Orders have been issued restricting the hours 
of trading for public houses in Sligo to between 
9 a.m. end 7. .m, The order provides for 
very sevére penalties, involving the closing of 
the premises, where publicans permit members 
of the national Army to get drink in their 
houses.

Sir James Craig, Premier of Northern Tre- 
land, arrived in Belfast yesterday from London, 
having wavelled via the Stranraer and Larne 
route. 

When questioned regarding the report that 
negotiations’ were proceeding for a settlement 
between Ulster and the Free State, in relation 
to the boundary and other matters, Sir James 
said that he had séen the report in the news- 
papers, and that that was the first he had 
seen of it. 

Later in the day, the Prime Minisier presided 
at a mecting of the Northern Cabinet, held at 
Stormont Castle, at which there was a good 
attendance of Ministers. It was subsequently 
stated officidlly that no member of the Northern 
Government is aware of any negotiations taking 
place fer a settlement between Northern Ireland . 
and the Free State. 

The report of negotiations, says our Belfast 
Correspondent, created a considerable amount 
of interest in Belfast, and although there does 
not appear to be any ground for it at the 
resent moment, it is the general opinion that, 
f the national Government were firmly estab- 
lished in the South, and the rights of the people 
under the Treaty vindicated, there is every 
possibility of negotiations being entered into 
with the North that would lead to a settle- 
ment of outstanding questions, to the mutual 
satisfaction of North and South. It is satis- 
factory to know that peace has been restored 
in the six-county area, and that, with the 
exception of one or two instances, which are 
engaging the attention of the police authorities, 
here is every indication of this state of affairs 
continuing.

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IREEGULARS SURPRISED.

MANY¥ PRISONERS TAKEN. 
The foilcwing official bulletin was issued by 
the Army Publicity Department at 11.50 p.m. 

last night 

“On Tuesdag a detachment of troops operat- 
ing in the Ballina area under Commandant- 
General Lawlor engaged a large party of 
irregulars about the village of Killasser, near 
Swinford. Marching on the village a machine- 
gun section captured an irregular outpost. 
Several prisoners were taken, with arms in their 
possession. . 

“In the main action a heavy exchange of 
fire, lasting over three hours, took place, follow- 
ing which the irregulars abandoned their pcei- 
tions and retreated across country. Pursuing 
the retreating irregulars the troops took a 
large number of prisoners, with their arms and 


equipment. 

“It had been learned in advance by the 
troops that an ambush was prepared by the 
irregulars at Callow, on the Ballina-Swinford 
When they arrived at this place the 
troops discovered that elaborate preparations 
had beeu made to carry out an attack. The 
irregulars, however, had retreated to Killasser.” 


FLIGHT THROUGH A BOG. 

When it was reported to Brigade Head- 
quarters at Ballina that large forces of irre- 
gulars were concentrating at a place called 
Killasser, about four miles trom Swinford and 
cight from Ballina, General Lawlor and a body 
of troops left Ballina late on Tuesday evening. 
The irregulars, who numbered about 200, had 
taken up positions along the main road and 
were extended on both sides for about half a 
mile. / 

The road here on both sides is lined by large 
boulders, behind which the irregulars had 
esconsed themselves. Evidently they beleved 
that the troops would come along the main 
road, and they had machine guns mounted at 
various points. The troops, however, took them 
by surprise. Executing a flanking movement, 
they brought a field piece into action, and 
the positions of the irregulars were shelled. 
After half an hour the fight developed on a 
wide front, and fierce firing was maintained on 
both sides. 

It was now about 8.30 p.m.. and, making the 
most of the daylight, .the troops advanced, 
pouring a heavy fire into the irregular positions 
from machine guns and Lewis guns. Small 
numbers of the: irregulars at first could be 
seen retreating towards the bog, and it was 
wot long until there was a regular stampede. 
They fled across the bog, with the national 
troops in hot pursuit, and the chase was con- 
tinued until darkness fell. One dead body was 
got in a turnip field. The casualties among the 
troops were two men wounded, one slightly on 
the hip. and the other, John O’Dare, of Athione, 
seriously in the back. The irregulars are said 
to have suffered heavy casualties. 

The following prisoners were taken :—“ Com- 
mandant” P. Finn, D. Cawfield, John Robin- 
son, G. L. Honn, P. Garaghan, M. Gallaghan, 
W. Foley, T. McGarry, Michael Rooney, 5.

J. Charleton, James Brennan, James Brady, 
Charles McDonagh, John Peyton, and Pat 
Hunter. 

The pursuit by the troops was not abandoned 
until close on 1 a.m., when they returned to 
Ballina. 

Later particulars show that one party, con- 
sisting of four men, who were taken mm a house, 
were found to be in possession of four revolvers 
and a Service rifle. They had a plentiful sup- 
ply of ammunition. Another party, who were 
found in the bog, hoisted a winte flag and 
shouted for mercy as the national troops ap- 
proached. Seventeen rifles, a large quantity of 
ummunition, and a number of bombs were cap- 
tured. The irregulars had the walls along the 
road loop-holed. The ambush which had been 
prepared for the troops would have been a 
regular death trap if the troops had gone along 
the road, but they were informed of it and 
took another route. 

A number of arrests were made in Lacken 
on Tuesday night. The total number of 
prisoners in the hands of the troops in Ballina 
is close on 80

BAVARIA AND THE REICH. 


NEGOTIATIONS OPENED. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Negotiations for settling the conflict which 
has arisen between Bavaria and the Reich with 
reference to the laws passed by the Reichstag 
and the Bavarian Diet for the defence of the 
Kepublic were opened here to-day, the Imperial 
Chancellor, Dr. Wirth, presiding. The Davarian 
Fremier and the Bavarian Ministers of the In- 
terior and Justice. and the Bavarian Minieter in 
Rerlin attended the conference, while on behalf 
of the Government of the Reich, besides the 
Chancellor. the Reich Ministers for Justice, 'n- 
terior, Economy, and Food were present. The 
discussion at the morning meeting partook of a 
general character. It was continued this after- 
nooh between the various Coverrment depart- 
ments represented at the conference.—(Reuter.) 
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RAILWAY CLERKS’ DEMANDS. 


At a largely-attended meeting of the Dublin

arrangements at the frontiers than to cut up 
Germany by making fresh German lines 

With regard to the suggestion that the Allies 
should take a 60 per cent. share in factory 
buildings, and especially those of dye factories 
on the left bauk of the Rhine, all the Allies. 
except France, opposed the succestion. lt, 
was considered that such guarantee would 
produce no cash, since the only manner of 
taking over a 60 per cent. share would be to 
compel the German Government to buv out the 
present proprietors, and hand over their shares 
to the Allies.

DISCUSSION AT URBAN 
COUNCIL.

One or two irregulara were surprised in their 
beds; others took to the fields and proceeded to 
snipe the advancing troops. There was a sharp 
burst of machine gun fire from an armoured 
car, and under cover of this the troops pushed 
forward and captured eight prisoners, with arms 
and equipment. A further batch of eleven 
prisoners was found in the woods. These men 
had Mauser rifles and bombs, and are stated to 
have been in a very dishevelled condition. 

In some houses in the neighbourhood re: 
volvers and ammunition that had been hurriedly 
abandoned were found, and in one house the 
troops got a dead sheep from which the skin 
had not been removed, and four sheep skins. 
These sheep had been taken from the lands 
of Mr. Joseph Meldon, of Coolarne, and were 
being utilised to replenish the larder of the 
irreguiars, who had been billeted on the people 
of the district for séme weeks. The troops 
carried through the movement without casualties 
of any kind, and, so far as can be ascertained, 
the irregulars did not sustain any casualties,

By no means can it be said that business was 
active on the Stock Exchange yesterday, but 
the markets gencrally displayed a continuance 
of the hardening process which was noticeable 
in the later dealings on Tuesday. At the outset 
some sections made a show .oí strength, but 
later went back a little, partly on account of 
the effect oí the adverse tendency of the foreign 
exchanges. The settlement also still engaged 
attention. In most departments, however, the 
general trend was upward. It was difficult to 
obtain any expression of opinion im the House 
on the prospective rupture in the Hnfente, but 
there were indications that operators were walk- 
ing charily, and were inclined ‘to take profits 
whenever possible. The intense apathy due to 
the holidays hed no effect on the tone of the 
Gilt-edged market, which continned very firm.

OIL SHARES STRONG. 


A WcLCOME ADVANCE. 


The firmer tendency which has been in evi- 
dence in the Oil share market during the last 
two or three sessions was followed up yesterday 
by a burst of strength not witnessed for many 
a long week. Under the influence of renewed 
confidence, nearly all the leaders showed 
appreciable advances, whilst quite considerable up- 
ward movements were experienced’ by several 
other of the . speculative counters.

The state of the building industry in Dublin 
at present is quiet, despite the fact that there 
are four fields for reconstruction within view of 
O'Connell Bridge. With the opening of the 
new Clery house and the approaching comple- 
tion of the. Udster Bank in Lower Sackville 
street and a Jarge block in Middle Abbey street, 
the destroyed area of 1916 has been practically 
rebuilt, with the exception of the hotels and 
Royal -Hibernian Academy in Lower Abbey 
street, and there is no immediate prospect of 
new work in that thoroughfare. 

In the newly destroyed area in Upper Sack- 
ville street work, which will last for a few 
months, has been found for several hundreds of 
labourers in clearing away the débris, and a 
few tradesmen are engaged in erecting tem- 
porary structures, the first of these to be com- 
pleted being one for the Catholic Truth Society 
of Ireland cn the site of the old premises, 
The initiation of new building works is practi- 
cally in abeyance, as the owners of destroyed 
premises are uncertain as to their position 
regarding compensation, and al] are awaiting a 
pronouncement from the Provisional Govern- 
ment on the subject.

ANOTHER GREAT DUBLIN 
BUILDING,

One of the most important works of recon- 
etruction in Dublin was brought to a successful 
termination yesterday when the magnificent 
new building of Messre. Clery and Co., Litd., in 
Lower Sackville street, was opened to the 

ublic. The new structure cost in round figures 

400,000, and the fact that the entire work of 
construction has been completed within two 
years is a. etriking tribute io the 
capacity and efficiency of. the builders, 
Messrs. ‘McLaughlin and Harvey, Limited, 
Dublin, with Mr. F. C. Jellett as foreman of 
works, when regard is had to the many and 
varied difficulties they were compelled to face 
during that period. The architects, Messrs. 
Ashlin and Coleman, 7 Dawson street, Dublin, 
are well known as the designers of many pro- 
minent Irish buildings, notable among them 
being St. Peter’s Church, Phibsborough; the 
Cathedral at Queenstown, and Portrane 
Asylum. 

The main framework of the building i* con- 
structed entirely in ferro-concrete on the Henne- 
bique system to the designs of Messrs. Mouchel 
and Partners, Westminster, the work being car- 
ried out under the supervision of Messre. R. N. 
Eaton and Co., of College Green, Dublin, their 
district engineers. The Hennebique organica- 
tion bas added another notable building to its 
record of over 2,300 structures successfully com- 
pleted in Great Britain and Ireland. 

The new Clery building is carried on 81 ferro- 
concrete columns with splayed bases, and these, 
running continuously from basement to roof, 
carry the hoame and secondary beams suprort- 
ing the floor elabs. ‘Thus the entire framework 
is monolithi¢e and of great strength and rigidity. 
The lintel in the front over the large win‘lows 
is remarkable in that it supports the entire 
Portland stone front from first to third floors, 
the stonework being purely ornamental and 
carrying no weight other thhn its own. The 
great lantern light above the main hall is car- 
ried by two open web ferro-concrete girders cf 
67 feet span by 5 feet deep. Clery’s may be 
taken as being the iast word in modern fire- 
proof conétruction, as the ferro-concrete frame- 
work can be counted on to resist the fiercest 
conflagration. The new etructure is also a 
striking refutation of the criticism that ferro- 
concrete construction is ugly, as it has been 
shown that, in the hands of a skilled architect, 
a ‘very beautiful building can be désigned in- 
corporating this material. 

The building has a frontage of 163 feet to 
the main thoroughfare, and the massive facade, 
which is all in Portland stone, and. rises to a 
height of 80 feet, is entirely the work of Irish 
craftsmen. The range of fluted columns, with 
their carved Ionic capitals, rising 28 feet over 
the shop front, the deeply recessed ornamental] 
metal windows—manufactured for the first time 
in Ireland—coming between them on the first 
and second floors. In the shop front only six 
of the twelve main piers are carried down, thus 
allowing the greatest possible window display. 
The piers :re massive in design, with moulded 
bases and caps, surmounted by handsom, 
carving worked into the frieze in a bold and 
elegant French style. The shop front itself, 
which extends 300 feet along two sides of the site, 
is executed in bronze metal and. supported hy 
a granite plinth The ground area of the 
tremises is 34,767 square feet, and nearly 
40,000 square feet of oak-block flooring was 
u‘alised or. the ground and first floors. 

Within the building the general impression 
conveyed is one of abundant space, luxurious 
equipment, and perfect light. Notable features 


are the wide staircases, with easy gradionts, the 
numerous hfts, the central marble stair-

This 
is the first time that windows of the kind have 
been made in Ireland. The splendid metal 
ceiling to the central and side lantern lights, 
as well as the ornamental! iron balustrades and 
lift enclosures, were carried out by the same 
firm.

Geo. Rome and Co., 60 Mespil road, 
Dublin, executed the whole of the plastering 
work, both plain and ornamental. A good idea 
of the vast extent of the building can be 
gathered from the fact that there are over six 
miles of cOrnicing and over four acres of plas- 
tering on the walls and ceilings. 

Messrs. Brooks Thomas and Co., Ltd., car- 
ried out the electrical equipment for lighting 
and power under the supervision of Mesers. G. 
Marshall Harris and Arthur FE. Porte. 
consulting engineers. The system is fed 
by two large 4-core armoured cables, 
each independent of the other, go 
that in the case of failure of one supply the 
other is available. The same firm also carried 
out the glass and glazing. The ceiling lights 
have scintilla pattern glass, which effectively 
throws Out the pattern of the ironwork, while 
there is also much eléctro-copper fire-resisting 
glazing. :

REBUILDING THE BANK OF 
ENGLAND, 


The question of rebuilding the Bank of Eng- 
land has for some time im engaging the 
attention of the Court of Directors, in order 
to provide on the existing site accommodation 
for the whole staff, of which the greater part 
is now working in various buildings in other 
parts of the city. For this purpose an entire 
reconstruction of the interior will be necessary. 
But in order to preserve as far as possible the 
style and character of the existing building it 
is proposed to keep the present outside walls, 
with as many of the old rooms behind them 
as possible to continue a similar series of top- 
lighted offices round the site, and, inside the 
enceinte thus formed, to raise the building to 
the height of four or five floors. In the course 
of the consideration of these preliminaries the 
hank consulted on tne general question the 
President of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, Mr. Paul Waterhouse, who was un- 
hesitating in his reply that the only possible 
way of harmonising the artistic claims of the 
Bank with its present duties lay in the direc- 
tion of building a central structure of the .re- 
cessary height, surrounded by a girdle of lower 
buildings, composed, in fact, of the existing ex- 
ternal walls—unaltered and without any avoid- 
able superstructure. The Bank also have been 
in consultation with Mr. Herbert Baker, 
F.R.I.B.A., and Mr. F. W. Troup, F.R.1.B.A. 
Plans have been prepared on the lines indi- 
cated, but it is emphasised that no final plans 
have been accepted, and those prepared are 
only to illustrate the very complex problems 
involved in the rebuilding scheme. 
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THE USE OF WHITE LEAD.

Following a conference beiween the Painters' 
and Decorators” Industrial Joint Council of 
Great Britain and representatives of the Home 
Uffice, a «draft of regulations for the use of white 
lead or sulphate of lead in paint has been pre- 
pared in order to give effect to the Geneva Con- 
vention. In these regulations lead pamt is de- 
fined as any paint, filling, or painters’ material 
containing more than two per cent. of lead, ex- 
pressed in terms of metallic lead when present 
as white lead or sulphate of lead. The proposed 
regulations deal with the form in which white 
lead may be used, its storage and method of 
application, and taking samples for analysis and 
arrangement for cleansing by workmen using the 
materials. It is also stipulated that under cer- 
tain conditions workmen shall undergo periodic 
medical examination.

At a meeting of Dungarvan Urban Council 
to consider the houee-building question, which 
was adjourned from the previous meeting because 
the estimates submitted were considered too 
high, ranging from £670 to £720 per house, Mr. 
McGrath submitted a report of a meet- 
ing with a deputation from the Building 
Guild, Dungarvan Branch, at which the masons 
accepted the offer of £1 40, the carpenters £55, 
and the painters £10 per house, but the ~ 
and plasterers refused the offer of £55 p 
house, and suggested £60.
